She resolves to make her way through the lines and inform 
the Americans, but is stopped at the door by D’Arcy, who over- 
hears her scheme. She has his revolver, and in the attempt to 
escape discharges it and wounds him in the right arm. Meantime 
a negro servant has conveyed the news of the intended attack to 
Valley Forge and the British are repulsed. Later Pamela is arrested 
for having informed the Americans, but she clears herself. D’Arcy 
has been ill from his wound, and Pamela, nursing him, has found out 
that she loves him, and when he proposes their romance has a joyous 
ending.

No sooner is this bit of diplomacy accomplished than Letty enters, 
confesses to the old gentleman that she is Mrs. Brown, and the entangle- 
ment is more hopeless than before. Preston, Sr., however, is very much 
taken with the sprightly bride and pays her many compliments upon her 
house and her excellent housekeeping. Many and various are the explana- 
tions made to the father by the young people—quite half of which are not 
believed—and to add to the embarrassment of the situation Jack’ becomes 
sadly short of money, and Howard is confronted by an irate German heir- 
ess who fancies that he has jilted her.

Strongheart 
declares his love for Dorothy Nelson, the captain’s sister, and learns that while she 
loves him in return, the prejudice of her family and friends give emphatic objections 
to the marriage. 

Thorne is exposed as the traitor who divulged the signals, and just as Dorothy and 
Strongheart have decided to marry despite family prejudices, a member of his tribe 
enters and announces the death of the young man’s father. 

Black Eagle, the messenger, demands that Strongheart return, assume the honor of 
chief, and discharge his debt to the tribe for the education they have given him.

But the sculptor realizes that a greater love has come 
into his life, and the play ends with the girl to whom he has been a father in his arms, 
his promised wife.

So Fanny becomes Lady Bantock, but the worst 
is to come, for when Ladv Bantock takes her place at the head of her 
husband’s establishment she discovers that the butler is her uncle—the 
same Martin Bennet aforementioned—and the 23 servants are all 
relatives of her ladyship. Here’s a pretty kettle of fish. And it is 
more complicated because of the fact’ that the butler’s family has 
served the Bantocks for three generations, and now Martin has risen to 
the point of dignity so that he holds sway not alone over the servants, 
but also over the Bantocks. 

It does not take long for the clash to come between Lady Bantock 
and the butler. And the butler threatens then and there to expose 
her ladyship’s pedigree if she does. not capitulate. Now it happens 
when Fanny married Lord Bantock she was not careful to adhere to 
the truth about her ancestors. And so the voor woman is between the 
devil and—the butler and the other twenty-three servants. They decide 
what she shall eat, read. wear and a thousand other things: and, worst 
of all, her orders are disobeyed. 

The crisis comes and Fanny decides to find out who is mistress of 
the house. The result is that out goes the whole batch of servants. 

Then Fanny tells her husband everything, and declares that she is 
ready to return to the stage. But love triumphs, the servants return, 
Submissive, and peace reigns. (PRIcH, 50 CENTS.) 


THE VILLAGE POSTMASTER.—A comedy in four acts and five scenes, by Aliee

Into 
the story comes Hattie Burley, coquettish, but warm hearted, affianced to John 
Harper when a child. Mary Barton, the sad-eyed young seamstress, who nobody 
knows; Samantha, the maiden sister of Huggins, bustling and energetic, but with a 
weakness for quoting poetry; Ebenezer Todd, the sexton who woos her patiently 
bus unsuccessfully; Mrs. Gibbs, motherly, and loved by everyone; Thomas Huggins, 
the irrepressible, mischievous boy on_the farm, whose pranks with ‘‘Lowizy,” the 
“help,’’ assist in keeping the fun going. 

The story unfolds in the scenes of the village store, the green outside; the minis- 
ter’s best room where is held the donation party; the Huggins barnyard on threshing 
day; and the interior of the little village church when it closes with a strong dramatic 
scene in which tears come uppermost above the laughter.

It so happens that a Canadian is taking his 
daughter down to Cuba to marry a planter whose name is Johnson, and when Billings 
is asked for information concerning Johnson, he says that Johnson is his foreman on 
the plantation. The second act takes place cn the Johnson plantation, which was form- 


erly owned by a friend of Billings, but without his knowledge was sold to Johnson, an” 
extremely violent and unpleasant person. Billings finds himself in a bad fix and only 


gets out of it by passing himself off as the Canadian. In the third act things are terribly 
tangled up and only Billing’s persistent and diplomatic lying keeps him from being 
shot two or three times. At last he manages to fool everybody and get away, while 
the planter and the wine merchant are left to rave at each other. 

“Too Much Johnson”’ is a comedy of the bright and clean style of humor. There is 
no horseplay in it, no exaggerated situations, no strained effects. The fun comes not 
only naturally and spontaneously, but continuously as well. The second act is funnier 
than the first, and the third act is still more jolly. ‘The comedy has always been one 
of Mr. Gillette’s greatest successes, and we cannot recommend it too strongly.
